DETAILED ACTION

Information Disclosure Statement 
The prior art considered in the parent application has been considered herein. If 
applicant wants a listing of that prior art to appear on the face of any patent issuing from 
this application, applicant should submit a PTO Form-1449 with a listing thereof.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It needs to be 
update to include a "Reference to Related Applications" section, to include reference to 
the parent patent. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Swenson 
et al., US 6,726,649. Swenson discloses all the claimed embodiments. Claim 8 is not 
anticipated because it would not be obvious to put a syringe on this needle. It does not 
appear that the Swenson needle has a central lumen, nor would it be obvious to add 
one. 

Claims 1-4, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Feaster, US 5,254,106. See especially figure 3. Note that 53A, 53B are termed "sharp 
tip members" even though they don't look that sharp in the drawings. Regarding claim 
8, note reference to a syringe in column 4, line 27. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

To overcome the Feaster '106 reference, applicant could recite that there is a 
circumference of the outside needle wall and state that the points are located less than 
90 degrees apart along the circumference, or substantially less than 180 degrees along 
the circumference. Support needs to be added to the specification. The examiner 
would not consider this to be new mater since these features are clearly shown in the 
drawings. This would also avoid any problems with the Vaslow '641 reference or the 
Ayres *932 reference. Gordon '41 1 does not show the bevel, as already pointed out in 
the specification with reference to figures 5a, 5b.
